SUGCESSES ON THE ENTIRE 
“NORTHERN FRONTIER 


Vulcan Pass is Completely Cleared is Cloatea of ‘Teuton Tréoops—Many 
Prisoners Reported Taken—From Red 'Tower Pass to Iron} 
Gates Roumanin’s Border fs Safe. 

_. LONDON, Nov. 1.—The battle that has been in progress in 
| the Szurduk Pass region, on the Roumanian-Transylvanian fron- 
itier, has ended in a brilliant victory for the Roumanians, ac- 
cording to a wireless message from Bucharest today. The Aus- 
tro-German forces, it is declared, havé been repulsed from the 
frontier after having lost much material and many prisoners. 

Along the whole front of the Transylvanian Alps Roumani- 
an border, the Teutonic lines have been shaken by the teeta 
nian attack, the despatch adds. 

The military situation on both the Roumanian fronts, on 
the Transylvanian frontier and in the Dobrudja continues to 
grow more favorable for the allies. Mackensen’s troops have 
been stopped in their tracks, while Falkenhayn’s grip on the 
gateways of northern Roumania is steadily loosened. 

In- the face of violent snowstorms and impenetrable fogs, 
King Ferdinand’s troops smashed forward today in ‘two impor- 
tant sectors. The most notable success was obtained in the Jiul} 
Valley, where the Teutons have been steadily on the retreat 
for nearly a week. In a brilliant assault the Roumanians final- 
ly succeeded in clearing Szurduk (Vulcan) Pass entirely of the 
enemy, driving them back across the frontier into Transylvania. 
Hundreds of prisoners were taken in this operation, and even 
more important to the ill-equipped soldiers of Ferdinand, guns 
of all calibre 4nd quantities of munitions were seized. 

By this stroke, carried to a successful conclusion in a man- 
ner that proves how completely Roumanian arms have been 
habilitated since the crushing defeats of early October, the 
whole western wing of the Roumanian line of defence has been 
spared the disaster that seemed inevitable. From Red Tower 
Pass to the ‘Iron Gates” of the Danube the frontier line is stand- 
ing firm under the now weakening blows of the enemy. Two of 
the most vulnerable entrances into the heart of the country have 
been closed tight to Falkenhayn; the arteries flowing from the 
northwestern border into the capital city appear to be safe from 
envelopment.

LONDON, Nov. 1.—The battle on the east front spread to- 
day along a large part of the Galician and Volhynian lines, and 
increased in fury at every point. In Volhynia, the Russians won 
their first successes in days, while the Teuton attacks were re- 
pujsed in Galicia. t . 

In the region west of Lutsk, Brusiloff’s troops, after bat- 
tering at the enemy's defences for three days, finally broke 
through. The Teutons’ advanced trenches from Pustonyty to 
Oshchest, in the sector immediately south of the Stokhod, were 
overwhelmed by the Russian infantry, who entrenched them- 
selves so strongly that the subsequent efforts of the enemy to 
regain the lost ground failed completely. This move gives the 
Russians a firmer grip on the enemy's lines along the /Luga 
River, and puts them in position to strike a heavy blow at the 
defences of Vladimir’ Volynski, Kovel’s southern , gateway. ; 

The Teutons hammered all day at the Russian positions on 
the Zlota Lipa, south of Brzezany, but Letchitsky rushed up rein- 
forcements and parried the engmy’s blows. The losses of the 
attackers are reported to have been enormous.

British and French Make Gains East of Les Boeufs—Heavy 
Gueudecourt and in-Yicinity of Schwaben Redoubt. . 
LONDON, Nov. 2.—The official communication from British 


headquarters in’ France last night says that during the after- 
noon, in conjunction with the French, the British made a local 


jattack east of Les Boeufs, “where some ground was gained. 


There was heavy hostile shelling against our front between 
Le Sars and Gueudecourt, and in the neighborhood of Schwaben 
redoubt,” says the report. “South of Hulluch this morning we 
bombarded enemy trenches with good results. An enemy raid 
west of Angres was easily repulsed.” 

Yesterday ‘our aircraft did some useful work in reconnais- 
sancé and bombing enemy batteries. One hostile machine was 
driven down ina damaged condition; one of ours is missing.” 

* The text of the French night report reads: 

“North of the Somme we made important gains. Northeast 
of Les Boeufs, .pushing our gains of last night, wetook, after 
a swift attack, two more enemy trenches, capturing 125 prison- 
ers, Another attack southeast of Sailly made us masters of a 
system of strongly organized trenches in the western outskirts 
of St. Pierre Vaast Wood. Fifty prisoners remained in our 
hands after this action. 

“It is confirmed that the attack launched by the Germans 
on Sailly-Saillisel was an ambitious effort to\oust us from the 
village. .Its failure was complete, judging by the number of dead 
which covered thebattlefield.” ~ 

According to Berlin, British route took up the assault 
again last night, swinging forward from Courcelette and Gueu- 
decourt, under cover of heavy artillery fire, but were repulsed. 

The German Crown Prince has sworn to capture Verdun or 
die in the attempt. This is the substance of a report received 
here last night from the battle line on the Meuse.” The Com- 
mander of the German army before Verdun recently exhorted 
his troops to new and greater efforts against the French strong- 
hold, these advices say, declaring that under no condition would 
he relax his offensive or abandon hope of wresting Verdun from 
the foe.

RITISH GAIN AGAINST ODDS 


Haig Reports Pro Fortnight of Bad Weather—Canadians 
Are Pralsed—They With the New Army Make Possible an 
Economical Victory—Total Prisoners Along the Somme 
Since Jaly 1 are 31,182. 








LONDON, Nov. 2.—In a further review of the operations on 
the British front*in France and Belgium, dated today, General 
Sir Douglas Haig, the British Commander, reports: 

“Since my last review, October 19, the weather has been 
mostly unfavorable to extended operations; the heavy rain al- 
most daily has converted the chal ksoil of the upland between 
the Ancre and the Somme into a wilderness of mud. Such condi- 
tions hamper military operations very seriously, but, neverthe- 
less, during the past fortnight we have made progress, and ad- 
vanced ourf ront towards Butte de Warlecourt, in the neighbor- 
hood of Guedecourt and Les Boeufs. 

“The captures during the fortnight brought the total pris- | 
oners taken in the Somme battlefields to 31,132. ” 

“From October 20 to 23 the weather wag dry and fine, with 
a strong easterly wind. We took advantage of this change to 
deliver between Schwaben redoubt and Le Sarg a very success- 
ful local attack. Schwaben redoubt, which is on the highest 
hes of a ridge due north of Thiepval, has been, with the excep- 
|tion of the northeast corner, in our hands since September 28.

“The enemy defended these trenches with great tenacity. 
A captured German regimental order, dated October 20, em- 
phasized the necessity of regaining Schwaben redoubt, which 
{s the pivot of the position. The order says: 

“The men are to be informed by their immediate superiors 
that this attack is not merely a matter of retaking the former 
German trench, but of the recapture of the extremely important 
point involved.’ 

“Since his loss of the main portion of Schwaben redoubt 
theenemy delivered between September 30 and October 29 eleven 
counter-attacks on our front in that neighborhood. In every case 
he was repulsed, often with heavy losses. 

“Barly in the morning of the 21st he attacked Schwaben 
redoubt in considerable strength as already reported. This at- 
tack came as an opportunity for us. We replied by an attack de- 
livered shortly after noon against the whole length of Regina 
trench. The attack was completely successful. We took the 
whole Stuff and Regina redoubt, and pushed our advance posts 
well to the north and northeast of Schwaben redoubt, taking in 
the course of the operations nearly 1,100 prisoners. 


“The Canadians and the troops of our new army, who con-. 


ducted the operation deserve great credit for their signal and 
most economical victory. 

“During the period under review we carried out many raids 
on the enemy trenches, from which useful results were obtained. 
‘Towards the end of the month the enemy artillery became more 
active, and enemy airplanes more in evidence. This increased

Vast Army for Russia. 


John L, Balderston, war critic and 
correspondent, in a despatch to The 
Sun from London, says: 

Russia does not intend to be 
caught nappim; again. While the 
Allies in the west are talking about 
“the war that shall end war’ and 
the millennium to be ushered in by 
the peace conference, the Bear That 
Walks Like a Man dreams of devel- 
oping an army great enough to 
dwarf all the hosts now contending 
in Europe put together. 

There has come under my notice 
a soml-oficial memorandum on the 
noeds of the future Russian army, 
Prepared in Petrograd by Gen. A. P, 
Skugarevski. His figures, soberly 
presented and all backed up by rows 
of other figures based on population, 
national wealth, and experiences of 
the present war, are such as to stag- 
ger the imagination. If Russia 
fights again in ten years, Gen. Sku- 
garevski’s memorandum indicates 
that in his opinion her war strength 
will be approximately as follows: 

300,000 officers. 

25,000,000 to 30,000,000 infantry. 

1,000,000 to 2,000,000 cavalry. 

6,000,000 artillery. 4 

1,000,600 sappers, electricians, 
technical experts of all kinds, , 

5,000,000 for dutics in the rear, 
transport, railways, hospitals, etc.

Called to the Bar of the Inner 
Temple in 1904, Mr. Asquith made 
rapid progress in his profession, and 
in 1907 was appointed by the Attor- 
ney-General junior counsel to the 
Treasury in peerage cases. He ap- 
peared as junior counsel for Groat 
Britain In the North Atlantic Fish- 
erfes Arbitration at The Hague fn 
1911, and received the appointment 
of junior counsel to the Inland Rev- 
enue shortly before war broke out, 

Two years previously Mr. Asquith 
Was unanimously invited to become 
Prospeciive Libera) ‘candidate for 
Derby, in succession to Sir Thomas 
Roe, who was retiring. He accept- 
ed the invitation, and In a tour of 
the constituency made a series of 
speeches which greatly pleased his 
party and gave promise of a bril- 
Mant political career,

and joined the army. After train- 
ing he received, in 1914, a commis-

’ Dictionary is Growing. 

Sir Ernest Shackleton is given 
credit for the invention of more new 
English words than any one else. 
Colonel Roosevelt bas a goodly num- 
ber to bis credit, as has also Gifford 
Pinchot. The European war has in- 
troduced many new ones which will 
be permanently retained, says the 
Pathfinder, 

An average of about 5,000 words 
are added to the English language 
exeh year, according to the measure 
Ot the dictionarics during the past 
three centuries. Bullokar's *‘Com- 
plete English Dictionary,” the frst 
in the language, published in 1616, 
contained a little over 5,000 worda. 
“The New World of English Words," 
published in 1658, contained 13,000 
words, A dictionary published in 
1720 by Nathan Batley surpassed this 
by 32,000. Twenty-five years later 
Dr. Jobnson’s famous dictionary, 
containing 50,000 words, came out. 

In 1828 Webster’s “American Dic- 
tlonary,” with a vocabulary more 
than three times as yreat, appeared, 
In the Intter part of the nineteenth 
century the “Imperial Dictionary,” 
with 200,000 words, and the ‘'Cen- 
tury Dictionary,” with a still larger 
number, were published. Then, in 
1894, came the “Standard Diction- 
ary,” containing 318,000 words. The 
first edition has been followed by. 
others, the latest of which contains 
some 450,000 words, 

The apparent growth of the lan- 
guage as indicated by the diction- 
aries results largely from improved 
means of compilation,

ube to Morea, met defeat at the 
hands of the redoubtable Byzantine 
Emperor, Basil If, surnamed Bul- 
Garoktonos (Slayer of Bulgarians). 

During the battle of Belasitza in 
1014, Basil captured 15,000 Bulgar- 
fans. .He. blinded the whole number, 
leaving but one eye to every hun- 
dredth man, spared to this extent in 
order that he might.act as a guido 
for the pitiable host of warriors thus 
returned to their Czar. When Samuel 
beheld this helpless army of his mu- 
tilated subjects marching toward him 
he fainted and two days later died

~——(N-GREAT EUROPEAN WAR 





When the historian records the 
story of this great war one chapter 
will be devoted to the great work 
done by dogs. 

Practically ali the European na- 
tions have used dogs in one way or 
another. They have been on the bat- 
tlefield attached to the ambulance 
corps; on patrol duty. .They have 
been despatch carriers and scouts and 
when the invasion of Belgium took 
place they drew the quick firing 
guns to the front line of action. 

In addition to their work on the 
battlefield, dogs did much to aid re- 
fugees. They took their masters and 
their families out of the line of inva- 
sion. 

War correspondents ‘have told how 
much sagacity and courage the. Bel- 
gian draught dogs displayed upon 
the battlefield at Haelen, where with 
the ald of Col. Isaac Newton Lewis's 
machine gun they held back for a 
time’ the German advance through 
Belgium. 

Just how many wounded men on 
both sides of the firing line have been 
saved by sheepdogs and other breeds 
probably never will be known. These 
dogs have been trained to search for 
wounded, and by taking a man’s.cap 
to headquarters in the field a trained 
nurse or doctor follows the dog who 
leads back to the place where the man 
is lying. Frequently a wounded man 
with his last ounce of strength will 
use it to drag himself out of the line 
of fire. It is the out-of-the-way places 
that the dog-has been particularly 
valuable, y

{Famous Cartoonist Loud in Praise of 
English Fighting Forco—OMm- 
cers Proud of Tommies. 





1 LONDON, Nov. 2.—One of the 
‘latest visitors to the British western 
‘front is Louis Raemakers, the famous 
Dutch cartoonist, on whose head the 
Kaiser has set a price. 

“I have seen most incredible 
things,” he said today, “almost as 
soon as I had set foot on French soil 
I was shown a British shoemaker’s 
shop in which 300,000 pair of shoes 
are repaired every day, and a bake- 
shop which bakes half a million 
loaves daily. 

“T have travelled along marvellous 
new railroads Olled with a constant 
stream of immense motor trucks, 
travelling night and day by the 10,-

I have seen big armies moving for-

The 
Allies had 30,000,000. 

He calculates that the Allies’ total 
cabualties have been 10,000,000, or 
One-third of their total strength; 
while the total casualties of the’Cen- 
tral Powers have been 8,000,000, or 
two-thirds of their potential strength, 
Judging from the German lists, one- 
half tho total casualties are perma- 
nent losses. Perhaps one-quarter re- 
present soldiers killed in action og 
later dying from wounds. The other 
Quarter is made up of soldiers cap- 
tured, dnd so severely wounded that 
they are unfit for further service, 
Following out this line of reasoning, 
he comes to the rather staggering 
conclusion that on both sides since 
the beginning of the year there have 
been 4,500,000 men killed, or just

LONDON, Nov. 3.—A new offensive was 
opened yesterday against the Austrians by the 
Italian forces who are advancing toward Trieste 
the Italian War Office announced today. Ad- 
vances have been scored at some points, and so 
far 4,731 prisoners, have been taken. 

The Italian offensive was directed against 
the heights east of Gorizia and a strong new line 
on the Carso, east of Vallone. 

The offiical text reads as follows: 

“On the Julian front yesterday our troops 
attacked powerful defences on the beights east 
of Goritz and a strong new line on the Carso 
east of Vallone.

*-French-American surgeon who by his brilliant 
© work in the Rockefeller Institute won the Nobel 
prize for medical research. “His special fleld is 
aseptic surgery—the surgery that obtains mar- 
yellous results merely by keeping out the des- 
tructive bacteria and letting nature do its work 
without the hindrance of these invisible ene- 
mies. e ; 

He has for the past two years turned all 
his laboratory knowledge to the practical heal- 
ing of wounds. He has worked out a process of 
“complete irrigation” of a wound, by. means of 
a rubber tube with numerous branches perfora- 
ted with many small holes. Every corner or 
pocket of a wound is thus cleansed. When the 
cleansing is completed, the wound:is closed, in- 
stead of being left open to suppurate according 
to the usual method. - 

“In a sterilized cavity thus closed,” says Dr.

The duration of 
the treatment is abridged about two-thirds and 
the number of amputations diminished fifty per 
cent. In certain cases complete healing occurs 
in one-tenth the time required under ordinary 
treatment.

In such a case 
use tartaric acid for fresh stains, any 
fabric, any color (colored silk except- 
ed). Buy tartaalc acid crystals. Make 
{t into a solution. Use a tablespoonful 
of acid in two cupfuls of warm water. 

Apply with an eye dropper. Hydro- 
chloric acid and javelle water—use 
these only on’ the most stubborn stain 
after all other reagents fall Place 
stained portion over bowl of diluted 
ammonia. Apply acid or javelle water 
with eye dropper. After each drop of 
acid touches the stain press.the cloth 
in the bow! of ammonia. This will 
prevent the acid from harming tha 
thread’ of the fabric. Continue unti 
stain disappears. 

Bolling water, vateccaait and ‘polling water 
or milk, tartaric acid, alcohol ané 
chloroform will remove fruit and wine 
stains. If the stain is fresh place spot- 
ted portion over a bowl and pour boil- 


remove wine or fruit stains from any 
fabric, any color, colored silk excepted. 
Apply as usual with an eye dropper to 
spot. Alcohol will also remove these 
stains, If the alcohol should remove 
the color of the material with the stain 
apply chloroform to restore it. 
Washing soda, naphtha soap, ammo- 
nia, alcoho! and a paste of molasses 
and flour will remove grass stains. 
Where grass has stained white flannel 
trousers dissolve washing soda in wa- 
ter, one cupful of soda, two cupfals of 
water.

He also showed a number of views of 
Italian Alpine warfare and other fea- 
tures of the war at Saloniki and on 
the western front. 

Sergeant Greenwood of the 235th

In addition, had to raise most of the 
money required to carry on this work.

A vote of thanks to those who had 
provided the program was moved by 
Col. Lazier, who expressed the ap- 
preciation all felt towards Mr. Her- 
rington, who Is freely giving his ser- 
vices all over the province in aldipg 
the Red Cross Societies in promoting 
recruiting, and In every way doing 
80 much to provide for the comfort of 
our soldiers and help to secure vic- 
tory for our army. The motion was 
seconded by Rey. Dr.’Scott in grace- 
ful and eloquent words, and carried 
by hearty applause. 

The program, which was greatly 
enjoyed by the large number present, 
Was opened by the singing of The 
Maple Leaf, led by Miss Strethel Wal- 
ton, and appropriately closed with the 
National Anthem.

| poorly cared for, \put look as though 
they could be brought to give ample 
returns for any labor expended on 
tthem. I im&gine that the reason 
there are so few trees lies in the fact 
that few farmera own the land which 
they till, and immediate returns 
are the only things of interest. 

The women ~ and children work 
pretty hard these days. I suppose they 
are doing more than usual, but since 
I have come over here I’ve been con- 
stantly comparing conditions with 
those in Canada. I used to enjoy The 
Tale of Two Citles and Les Miser- 
ables. No doubt a great change has 
taken place in France since the Rey- 
olution, but even yet I sometimes 
imagine I see the image of ‘‘the men- 

‘| der of roads” in some of these work- 
ing away day after day for o miser- 
able wage and without any hope of 
change. I know of one old man who 
used to work from six in the morn- 
ing till about nine at night for a franc 
and a half (thirty cetns) a day. The 
son-in-law was a prisoner of war and 
his daughter and two granddaughters 
lived with him, The girls were only 
about ten and eleven years old, but 
had picked up quite a little English 
as had also thelr mother. 

I had quite a surprise recently re- 
garding farm implements: Up till 
that time I had seen a few binders 
but the greater portion of the crop 
was harvested by hand. The most 
common implements for cutting 
grain are short scythes with crooked 

_| handles, This is wielded’ in the right 
|hand and the grain is pulled out into 
sheaves with a hook held in the left. 
All the harrows I had seen were of 
wood teeth, so there are not as many 
stumps and stones on the land here 
as in parts of Ontario. Ihad seen 
none but such primitive implements 
as these, so imagine my surprise re- 
cently, after a somewhat long march, 
to see Massey-Harris binders in use! 
I had not supposed there was such a 
thing In the country.

Outside it was very plain and weath- 
er-beaten—for ‘about two hundred 
years its plain chalk walls have been 
little changed. In side it was beauti- 
ful. The altar was gorgeous with 
polished brass, bronze and tapestry. 
The fine memorial windows are suf- 
fering somewhat from the concussion 
of the heavy guns and shells, though 
none have been, entirely spoiled. 
Just near the church fs one entrance 
to a labyrinth of tunnels which, I 
have: been told, were built in the 
Franco-Prussian’ war. 


Apparently quite regardless of the 
fact that this is Sunday, the French- 
men are ‘‘making hay while the sun 
shines’’—figurative,, of course, but 
nearly literal in this case. They are 
drawing In the grain and are poking 
it away into so many different sheds 
and cubby holes that I don’t see how 
they remember where it is when 

hey want to thresh it. The out-build- 

ings in these villages are anything 
but conventent, except in thelr 
proximity to the houses. 


I must tell you about an outfit I 
Saw one day. There was quito a clat- 
ter on the road, and we saw a tiny 
mule coming on the trot, and to make 
sure this pace was kept up the driv- 
er, a woman, from time to time ad- 
ministered sound whacks with a stick. 
She was sitting on top of a pig crate 
with a little boy beside her. One pig 
occupied the inside of the crate. But 
the rig was the limit. It was just a 
flat platform with four cast-iron 
wheels about fourteen inches across. 
This “little plg that went to mar- 
ket” was a practical demonstration 
of Mother Goose's rhymes. 


I think I mentioned the shrines 
before. They are very common along 
the roads. Sometimes its only a 
mound surmounted by a cruifix. ‘I 
saw one yesterday that bore the date 
1790, It was built of soft chalky 
stone and many names had been 
rudely carved on it.

Their f90d supply is brought to 
them by the waves and currebts of the 
sea. Asa resuit it fs found that direct- 
ly opposite the mouth of the stream 
from the island the reef does not grow.

CZAR RESUME7S ADVANCE INTO TRANSYLVANIA. 


“LONDON, Nov. 6.—Resuming their delayed march south- 
ward into Transylvania, the Russians made an advance in the 
region south of Dorna Watra, capturing in the process a series 
of heights between Mount Lamuntelu and the village of Esolo 
and southesat of Putna from the Austro-Germans and consoli- 
dating the newly-won positions. 

The scene of this operation is the region where the boun- 
daries of Roumania, Bukowina and Transylvania join, and the 
news that Russians are resuming their forward movement is reé- 
ceived here as an indication that they are proceeding with the 
invasion of Transylvania as a move to assist the Roumanians 
and to force the Germans and Austrians to divert troops from 
the south to the north to prevent themselves being taken in the 
rear and destroyed.. On the Moldavian front, southeast of this 
point, the situation is unchanged, the Roumanians being able to 
hold the Teutons at bay. 

In the wooded Carpathians, Capul Mount district, the Rus- 
sian’s artillery fire compelled an Austrian battery to abandon its 
position. It is expected that an advance will shortly be begun 
here also.

made a progress in recruiting of 
which Col, Scobell and his splendid} 
staf of officers may well be proud 
and of which the citizens of 
United Counties may also be) proud. 
Taking Peterboro and, North Hast- 
ings counties as an example, Lt.-Col. 
Johnston was authorized to recruit 
the 247th Battalion there, yet after 
two months recruiting his total 
strength, it is currently stated, was 
but eight officers and thirteen men. In 
Victoria and. Haliburton counties. 
where Col. Grass is.recruiting, after 
“two months’ work, a’similar condition 
exists, Is it any wonder that when 
the excuse was made that the 235th 
with a strength of 600 after recruit- 
ing for four monhs in Northumber- 
land and Durham, had been removed 
to Belleville because recruiting was at 
a standstill here, that the question 
naturally arose, why this discrimina- 
{fon against two counties that. had 
done so well, when scarcely any pro- 
gress had been made in Victoria and 
Peterboro counties? 

In- Northumberland County for 
which we can°speak with authority 
(not beln quite sé well informed in 
regard to statistics in Durham) there 


- hes been a continuous response to the 


call for men since August, 1914. It 
is doubtful if any town the size of 
Cobourg’ or any county the size of 
Northumberland has made as Joyala 
response as has been made here. Aug- 
ust 1914 saw the Cobourg Heavy Bat- 
tery to.a man get ready and get out 
on 24 hours’ notice, not knowing 
where thelr destination would be. 
They were the first Canadian unit 
called out, and Cobourg is proud of

39th Batt, the 21st Batt. and the 
80th Batt. which wintered in Belle- 
ville A draft also went from North- 
umberland to the 77th battalion at 
Ottawa and many men to the Field 
Batterles at Kingston and elsewhere. 
Ther the 139th was recruited in our 
midst and during Jast winter some 
nine hundred men were comfortably 
taken care of in this county alone. 

The Cobourg Heavy Battery has ap- 
pealed strongly to the men of Co- 
bourg and Northumberland County 
and has five drafts already overseas, 
with a sixth organizing. The town of 
Cobourg with a population of only 
4,457, according to our last assess- 
ment, has now 600 men In khaki, all 
bona fide residents of the town, or 
more than one-tenth of her popula- 
tion. Taking these things into ac- 
count, is not Cobourg worthy 
some consideration in the disposition 
of our own counties’ battalion for the 
winter? 
| Cobourg not only can furnish suffi- 
lclent housing accommodation for the 
lentire battalion, but has also good 
grounds for drilling purposes, good 
water, first-class armouries, and the 
most up-to-date hospital in the pro- 
i vince. 

While the I.0.D.E. of Cobourg has 
been actuated only by the most pat- 
riotic motives in their work since the 
foutbreak of the war, it still remains 
summer they 
have held semi-weekly teas at the 
Khaki Club rooms here, which were 
carried on exclusively for the funds 
‘of the 235th battalion, which with 
another contribution from the ladies 
of Cobourg and other contributions 
by citizens totalled about $2,000 
raised in Cobourg for the battalion 
funds since its organization.

in that town says: ‘The presence of 
these men here through the winter 
will mean an expenditure well in ex- 
cess of $50,000.

Are they not to be co- 
sidered in the matter? Are the claims 
of the Belleville merchants greater 
than those of our Cobourg business 
men? In short what possible claim 
can Belleville advance as an argu- 
ment that the 235th should remain 
there? If, as The Ontario hints, the 
235th has’ been sent there “partly 
out of compliment to a city that has 
done go well in recruiting,” why then 
the Milltia Department, if it wishes 
to do the right thing, and {t is not for 
us to say that it does not, should send 
Cobourg, not a battalion alone, but 
a whole brigade. 

When the 235th Batt. visited Co- 
bourg in September last officers and 
men from Lt -Col. Scobell down to the 
youngest recruit -were kindly and 
heartily welcomed. by our citizens 
generally. The conduct and bearing of 
the men during their week’s stay-in 
Cobourg .was most exemplary and 
when the battallon left town citizens 
were reluctant: to see them go and

It {s now rumored that 
some of the most active ladies are in 
favor of demanding a return of their 
money if the battalion does not re 
turn ‘to Cobourg. Indeed a deputation 
of Cobourg ladies to interview Sir 
Sam Hughes and state their case, 
which we have nelther time nor space 
to enlarge upon, is not beyond the 
bounds of posalbility. 

It has been stated that when Lt.- 
Col, Scobell received orders when on 
through the 
counties, to entrain for Belleville, 
that there was not sufficient accom- 
modation in any one town in these 
counties for his 500 men. If Cobourg 
was at all dilatory in this respect it 
arose largely out of a desire not to 
press too prominently our demand for 
the whole battalfon to come here, as 
{t was felt by many Cobourg citizens 
that Bowmanville, the original head- 
quarters of the 236th, had some claim 
also. Cobourg has however, sufficient 
g00d accommodation for the entire 
battalion. 

Last winter some one hundred and 
twenty-five men recruited in North- 
umberland County spent the winter 
with the 80th battalion at Belleville 
and previous to that this county sent 
large drafts to other battalions which 
wintered at Kingston and other larger 
ceners, Cobourg and Northumber- 
land county are loyal to the core. We 
have given of our men and of our 
money, a8 many larger cities In the 
Military Division have not 
done, and asked for no return as it 
was a work of patriotism and loyalty 
to our King and to the noble and just 
cause for which Great Britain and the 
Allles are fighting. The hearts of the 
men and women of our town and 
county are with the boys in the 
trenches in Flanders, and the con- 
stant prayer of our people is for 
their safety and thelr success. We 
know, alas, that very many will ne- 
ver return. Many lost their Hves on 
the glorious road to Ypres early in 
the war,-many others haye since 
made the supreme sacrifice. The stor- 
fes of their bravery, thelr resource- 
fulness and devotion to duty are 
priceless. We treasure them as some- 
thing that can never be taken from 
us, and our great pride lies in the 
fact that in the hour of he Empire's 
need our town and our county res- 
ponded loyally. to the call for men, 

It can scarcely be expected, how- 
ever, that when a community like 
Belleville that has no claim whatever

SOUTHEASTERN SITUATION WELL IN

In Roumania as fas as the Teutons are con- 
cerned something has happened which is not 
to them encouraging. The Teuton drive which 
seemed at the outset to be so disquieting, is now 
less so. From all points the enemy seems to 
have been checked. On the Transylvanian front 
and adjoining lines, the advance seems not 
merely halted but here and there transformed 
into a retreat. Even in the Dobrudja, along the 
Black Sea littoral, where the Huns and Bulgars 
apparently concentrated an immense army in a 
’ tactical effort to pocket the Roumanians and 
close in upon the entire country at leisure, their 
© once rapid advance is not merely halted, but has 
assumed ominous features of peril to the invad- 
ers.

Many people are 
making fortunes, and wages 
in some industries are absurdly high. 
The official government returns show 
that the trade of the country fs high- 
ly prosperous. Those who have goods 
to sell are getting double prices or 
the manufacturers of the goods are 
reaping the benfit. There is plenty 
of money in the Dominion: But with 
these good times there are also hard 
times. The cost of Mving was never 
so. high. A dollar today is not worth 
fifty cents in comparison with what 
it was five years ago. The conse- 
quence is that a man’s wages or 
salary will only purchase about half 
of what {t would purchase in former 
Umes. This does not hurt the man or 
woman whose income has been in- 
creased in ratio with the increase in 
the cost of living, 

But there are a large number of 
people whose incomes have not in- 
creased. They are getting the same 
returns from their investments or the 
same salaries that they got when Hy- 
ing was cheap, These are the people 
who guffer. The good times bring 
them no good. Hence we have the 
demand at the City Hall for tncreas- 
ed remuneration. Now the civil ser- 
vants feel the pinch and they are very 
anxious to have the Gove ent con- 
sider their case and place the pur- 
chasing capacity of their salaries ip 
the same position they were in in 
happier times for them. The govern- 
ment may have to take this into their 
serious cons{deration. Of course, it 
may be argued that when salaries 
are raised in dear times they should 
be lowered when times are cheap.—

N COMPANY with the nations at

dinavia have made some effort 
recently to restrict the Mquor traf- 
fic, It may be added, however, that 
the regulations so far in effect can- 
not be classed as in any senso oppres- 
sive, 

The greatest restriction enforced is 
in Norway. where spirits. may be 
bought only on Tuesdays, Wednes-! 
days, Thursdays and Fridays and 
then only within specified hours, 
which ‘vary slightly in different sec- 
tions of the country. Beer, ales and 
light wines, including champagne, 
may be bought at almost/any time, 
The consumption of thedttor has 
tzaterially increased since Norway's 
war-time prosperity set in. 

In Denmark the effort to restrict 
drinking has not progressed very far. 
it has been decreed, however, thet in 
Tural communities all drinking places 
rust close at 11 p.m., while in Copen- 
hagen the closing. hour has been 
tl.ced at t am.

+ other two crushers, one grader, one 
grading engine, dump carts, scrapers 
and soforth. Repairs to this machin- 
tery cost from $800 to $2,000 a year, 
{depending upon the use and nature of 
work undertaken. 

Prince Edward is not blessed to a 
great extent with gravel pits except 
in the western portion, throughout 
which gravel is used entirely, It has 
been found cheaper than crushed 
stone, easier to maintain and better 
{for horses’ feet. As an alternative, 
Stone quarries have been /purehased 
by the county from which material 
,;is taken and these have cost from 
'$100 and $200 per acre. There are 
21 such quarries and each located as 
nearly as possible at the centre of a 
“three-mile — stretch. Consequently, 
; the longest haul rarely exceeds one 
and one-half miles, and experieng 
has shown this to be the most econ- 
omical way. 

Two gangs are employed, consist- 
ing of a foreman and 11 men to quar- 
ry and crush the rock, and in addi- 
tlon the requisite number of teams 
for hauling. Two rollers are kept in 
operation throughout the season and 
besides the engineer there is one man 
to spread the top dressing and an- 
other with a team to draw water to 
sprinkle the road. A grader outfit is 
used and during the past summer 
some thirty men and eight to twelve 
teams were on the job. 


System of Unit Costs. 


In 1913 a system of unit costs for 
all departments of county road work 
Was inaugurated by the warden of 
that year, H. D. Cleminson, who is 
the present road superintendent, and 
the expenditures were placed upon a 
more dofinite ' basis. Reports on 
forms supplid by the committee are 
made by the foreman every two weeks 
showing the progress made and the 
cost of the work. In this way a close 
check fs kept on exceasive expendi- 
ftures.

LONDON, Nov. 8.—Word of an important 
Russian victory in the region of the Tulghes 
Pass, northwestern Transylvania, was received 
from Austrian sources last night, but details are 
still lacking, and Petrograd had nothing to an- 
nounce about it today. The official communi- 
cation issued by general headquarters of the 
Austro-Hungarian armies today says that after 
several days’ stubborn fighting near Tulghes, 
Transylvanian front, the Russians pressed back 
the Austrian front some kilometres. 

The Austrians also admit they have evacua- 
ted Dedul Mountain in the face of the massed 
fire of the Russian artillery.

To the north, despite the stormy 
t weather, Sir Douglas Haig’s forces 
attacked at several points along the 
front, making some progress and 
taking a fow prisoners. In the cen- 
tre they progressed on a front of 
over 1,000 yards, securing the high 
ground in the neighborhood of the 
Butte de Walencourt. 

The powerful blows delivered 
simultaeously enabled the armies of 
Generals Foch and Haig to register 
tho largest advance of weeks in their 
; campaign to pocket Bapaume, 

Keeping up their offeusive in the 
Verdun region, the French hare been 
enabled to occupy the entire village 
of Vaux, and also the town of Dam- 
Joup, which is situated a mile to the 
east of Fort Vaux. 

Sunday's advances were preceded 
on Saturday by futile German at- 
tacks against the strong trench sys- 
tem captured by the French on Wed- 
nesday on the edge of St. Piorre- 
Vaast wood. The British also re- 
pulsed a German counter-attack by 
the garrison of Ls Transloy at 
trenches east of Gueudecourt which 
have been made the starting point 
for British attacks on Le Transloy. 

Sunday’s British statement gives 
an explanation of the larger number 
of allied aeroplanes that have been 
brought down recently; Sunday, for 
instance, Berlin reports taking nine. 

west winds prevailing blow the 
alli machines far over the Ger- 
man front, and make it hard for 
them to return if pursued. 

French patrols have penetrated far 
beyond Fort Vaur into the lines 
hitherto held by the Germans, but 
were not able to get in touch with 
the former defenders. It appears 
probable that the.Germans have re- 
tired their lines considerably to the 
rear, their artillery positions being 
untenable since the French drove 


them from Douaumont after allenc- , 


ing ninety of their batteries. 


Russians and Roumantans. 

LONDON, Nov, 7.—Sunday was a 
good day for the defenders of Rou- 
mania’s northern passes, Almost 
everywhere the Roumanians had the 
best of it, elther In strong counter- 
attacks or in stubborn defence wf 
mountain strongholds. Their flank- 
ing movement of von Falkenhayn‘'a 
centre progressed and the Teuton 
right wing Is still in retreat. 

Russian troops and guns are help- 
tng the Roumanians where the need 
of help was great. North-west of 
Campolung the Russian artillery 
wrought havoc in-attacking German 
columns, driving the attackers back 
to their trenches. _The German col- 
umn co-operating with this force 
near Dragoslavele, north-cast ~- of 
Campolung, made no progtess, 

It seems likely that Russian aid 
will prevent the fall of Campolung, 
which was seriously threatened. 


Surgeon-Gencral Reinstated. 

LONDON, Nov. 7.—The appojnt- 
ment of Sir George Pérley as Cana- 
dian War Minister Overseas has 
some effect in settling the disturbed 
atmospheer ip Canadian circles in 
England. The need has been felt 
that a responsible Minister should 
be always on the spot. The expecta- 
tion now seems that the sweeping- 
Changes which were announced to 
follow the report on the administra- 
tion of the Canadian medical services 
will be modified. One indication of 
this is the reinstatement of Surgecn- 
General Carleton Jones, who last 
weok received instruction to cancel 
his passage just before be was to 
embark for Canada. 


Chaplain Wilken Not Killed. 

LONDON, Noy. 7.—-Captain Gillies 
Wilken, the Canadian chaplain who 
was recently reported killed, is alive, 
He was taken prisoner by the Ger- 
mans, and is now a chaplain in the 
officers’ quarters at the prison camp 
i nWestphalia. Rey. Captain Ball, 
who was severely wounded by shrap- 
nel on the battlefield, bas been pre- 
sented with a living as rector of Bil- 
lingford, Norfolk.-- He was inducted 
Sunday. He will relinquish the 
chaplaincy of Bromley Convalescent 
Hospital. 


Must Serve His Term, 

BERLIN, Nov. 7.—It was officially 
announced Sunday that the Imperial 
Military” Tribunal bas rejected the 
appeal of Dr. Karl, Liebknecht, the’ 
Socialist leader, from the sentence 
imposed upon him by the court-mar- 
tial at Berlin. Dr. Liebkecht was 
sentenced by a codrt-martial to four 
years and one month {imprisonment 
for military treason. He appealed to 
the Imperial Military Tribunal.

The following very interesting and 
valuablo letter was written by Pte. J. 
Miller Carl, formerly. of the 80th Bat- 
~ -talion, but now With the: signalling 
_ corps in France. It has very kindly 
beet handed to The Ontario for pub- 
Ucation by Pte. Carl's father, Mr. J. 
G. Carl of Chatterton, Sidney. town- 
ship. 

A melancholy significance fs given 
to the letter because of the fact that 
of two brothers who went into the 
trenches prior to Sept’ only one now 
remains. Lance-Corporal Herbert 
Carl was yesterday reported. among 
those killed in action. : 

The two brothers were both teach- 
ers in Hastings county and they en- 
listed at the same time with the col- 
ors of the 80th Battalion. <A few 
weeks ago we published a letter from 
Pte} Carl giving his impregsions of 
London, and previous to that another 
letter telling of the voyage over. 

. Somewhere on the Map, 

Sept. 5th, 1916. 

Dear Mother and Father,—I'm giv- 
ing you a detailed description of a 
night’s adventures in the trenches 
without names of whereaboits. 

As it,is much safer to do work in 
the night on actlve service, we are 
given the greater part of the day 
off for rest and do our work which is 
exposed to the enemy’s view, in the 
night. For the different parts of the 
work to be accomplished, a party 
required for each different phase is 
warned in the afternoon for the fol- 
lowing evening. 

On this particular day, a number 
were warned for that evening to go 
to the front iine trenches for the pur- 
pose of reconstructing a dugout and 
I happened to one of the number. Af- 
ter we had our supper (tea in civilian 
life} we got prepared for the even- 
ing’s work:and about 8.30 started 
for the front line trenches about one 
mile’s walk. Now this communication 
trench “is' very. crooked and I can’t 
8e6 overtit, 50 you see it is seven feet 
deep at the least. It basa board walk 
all the way, which is about one foot 
at the least from the hottom of the 
trench, so as to allow the water to 
have it’s course when it rains, and 
that is nearly every day. } 

We arrived at the front line about 


our detailed orders. We were split up 
in| still smaller parties and six of us 
including myself were put to work 
on the dugout. Of course we didn’t 
work too hard, as that is a soldier's 


ficera are inspecting or passing by. 
Duty must be done! Yeon ee 
Now, you people have read, about 
the great. curse used in this war— 
gas. Of course each soldier Is provid- 
ed with a gas helmrt, which must al- 
ways be on his person. These “gases 


that are used by the Germans” are|- 


phosgene and. chlorine, which mean 
death if inhaled for one minute or 
even less sometimes. One breath is 
suffic'ent to asphixiate a man. When 
gas ia started by the enemy, an al-

on helmets, These alarms are hooters 
and can be heard for miles and it is 
always safe to put on the helmet 
when this alarm js heard, although 
the gas may not be on the part of the 
line in which you are working. 

Well, we were working and talking 
among ourselves, bullets whizzing 
above our heads; flares being sent 
up constantly, artillery shells could 
be heard bursting in the German 
front, which was less than two hun- 
dred yards away, when suddenly 
someone says “‘Listen! What's that?” 
Again it went and still again, then 
a number of these hooters started. 
No one needed to be told to put on 
their helmet, but in less than ten se- 
conds the helmets were on our heads 
and everyone was wondering if the 
&as Was around us yet. Of course our 
work ceased and there we sat look- 
ing more like a bunch of divers than 
half a dozen soldiers.Well there we 
sat, five minutes, ten minutes and 
the watch said half an hour, before 
we got orders to remove our hel- 
mets. My, what a relief to breathe 
some fresh air again, and of course 
as often happens the gas went some- 
where else but not where we were. 
To tell the truth about the matter 
it makes fine practice in case an at- 
tack does come. 

In a few minutes we were at our 
strenuous work again, with no lack 
for convérastion as such occasions 
always furnish plenty of material 
for all of us. About twelve o'clock 
we were ordered to quit our work 
and we prepared to return to our 
place of abode. Just then an officer 
says, ‘We want you fellows to help 
us on a wiring party."’ That is to put

A person couldn’t laugh because the 
helmet would nearly smother a per- 
son. On we went down the trench 
supposing the gas was all around us, 
and what convinced us more was the 
rate the rifle and machine-gun fire 
was kept up. It kept getting darker 
until Onally we had to take hold of 
each other's rifles in order not to be 
separated as there were so many 
turnings. 

When we arrived where the guard 
was stationed, we noticed that . he 
hadn't his gas-helmet on. ‘Then he 
told us that he had had It off for the 
last twenty minutes, My, didn’t we 
fizz and sputter among ourselves for 
being fooled the second time, and 
more especially the trouble to which 
we had been put in getting down that 


crooked communication trench. More} 


than that,*it didn't take long to put 
those gas-bags in our sacks, hoping 
thit we wouldn't be bothered with 
them again as long as the war last- 


ed. They are an excellent préyenta-; 


tive against gas, but an awful nuls- 
ance when it is only a false alarm. 

We reached our place of abode in 
a few minutes only to find everyone 
from the officer to the private stand- 
ing or sitting {n comfortable posi- 
tions, waiting for the word to re- 
move helmets. They didn’t mind it 
until we arrived, but then, they want- 
ed them off, because they knew it 
Was a farce and like oursetves, were 
very much annoyed to think they had’ 
been fooled the second time. In a 
few minutes a message came that thé 
gas had passed and helmets could 
be removed. 

It was now 3,30 a.m. and we were 
allowed to go to our beds, which 
Were the soft ground covered with a 
few humps and bumps to keep you 
from moving about too much in your 
sleep, And what a sleep it was? At 
4.30 a.m, wo were aroused for duty 
again which lasted about one hour 
and then we were allowed to sleep 
until breakfast which was brought 
in at seven o'clock. t 

From this description of a night 
in the trenches, !t would lead you to 
think that we have a hard timé, but 
remember all nights are not of/the 
same medium. We enlisted to. serve 
our King and Country and that same 
serving causing many adventures {n 
a solaler’s life. 4 

Hoping this will give you a faint 
conception of our doings and that 
soldier life {s not as bad as anticicpat- 
ed by the populace who have friends 
and relatives connected with this 
great struggle to prove that right is 
right, not that might ts might, as 
was shown by our enemies fn the ear- 
ly part of the theatre of this war. 

I will close for now with love to all 
and & warm heart in Canadlanism.

Petrograd reports that the Roumanians have pushed back the 
Germans in the region east of the Buzeu Valley, taking a ma- 
chine gun and 100 prisoners. The Germans claim that they have 
taken heights southeast of the Red Tower Pass on both sides of 
the Suroiu with 150 prisoners and two cannon. Fighting con- 
tinues quite vigorously in the region of Dragoslavele, where Teu- 
ton attacks have been repulsed.

Return—Minnesota, New Hampshire and New Mexico Still) Mr. James Bushell, proprictor of the 


\Doubtfal But the Two Smaller States Are Almost Certain 
For Wilson. 





NEW. YORK, Nov. 9.—President Wilson has. carried Cait; 
fornia and has been re-elected. 

Fifty hours after the polls closed in California, Republican 
Chairman Rowell conceded the state to the president. Thus the 
18 votes needed to assure the president a majority in the electoral 
college dropped into the Democratic column and apparently end- 
ed the suspense and'anxilety of an election which has been un- 
paralleled in American political history. 

Republican Chairman Willcox, when informed that the 
president had carried California, only replied: “I have nothing 
to gay.” 

Secretary Tumulty, at the summer White House at Shadow 
Lawn, sent the news by wireless to President Wilson on board 
the yacht Mayflower en route to Rhine Cliff, N.Y. 

The California returns showed that with only 48 districts 
missing the president’s plurality in the state was 2,970. 

Barring some wholly unexpected turnover in the incom- 
plete states leaning toward Wilson, or a change on a recount, 
California’s acquisition to the Democratic column gave the 
president 269 electoral votes without New Mexico’s three. In 
New Mexico, at midnight the president was leading by 2634 votes 
with 168 districts missing, and it is not believed this advantage 
could be overcome by Mr. Hughes. 

. Conceding West Virginia, New Hampshire and Minnesota 
to Mr. Hughes—and he was in the lead in all three—only gives 
him 259 votes, seven less than the required majority. With 272 
votes in sight President Wilson had six to spare for a possible 
split of electors in California, or a sudden reversal in New Mexico

To touch the heart of a German 
soldier a scene must be fraught with 
pity. To Canadians the name Ger- 
Man has become synonymous with 
cruelty and yet those who have made 
investigations of the condition of the 
Belgian pedple and the work of the 
Commission for the Rellef of Bel- 
gian state that the Germans who are 
delegated to keep an eye on the new 
tral workers of the Belgian Relief 
Committee are often moved by the 
terrible cases that come under “the 
supervisfon of the workers. 

In the occupied parts of the coun- 
try where the committee is active 
each worker has his ‘“‘Nurse’’—a Ger- 
man soldier who accompanies him 
and see that none of the regulatious 
lald down by the Germans are -vio- 
lated. 

“Every once In a while,” ssys a 
writer on the subject, “‘one of them 
become so interested in the work that 
he begins to talk to his American 
charge about ‘our province’ and ‘our 
people’ and gets as excited over some 
apparent particularity or inequality 
in food distributon as anybody.” — 

If these scenes of desolation, these 
children crying for food and their 
mothers pleading with thelr allies 
and the neutral world to feed their 
babies, can move the hearts of these 
soldiers trained to the grimnessa of 
war, trained to perform acts of cru- 
elty and devastation, however  ter- 
tible they must be, And yet this is 
evidently the case. 

We Canadians who are ilving in 
comfort, who have plenty to eat and 
a warm shelter, fail to realize the 
gravity of this situation. Canada has 
an obligation to meet and her people 
must not forget that seven million 
of their allies face death—not the 
death of honor the soldiers always 
expects—death by starvation infilct- 
ed on helpless women and childrern, 
whose husbands and brothers fought 
for us when-we could not. It is an 
obligation, a debt, and {it can only 
be pald by contribution from our 
plenty’ to the Belgian Relief Com-

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Ottawa, Nov. 11, 1916—The offi- 
elals of the Canadian Pacific Fund 
are engaged in extensive preparations 
for the great campaign with which 
the work for 1917 is to be inaugurat- 
ed. The Executive Committee de- 
elded at ita recent meeting that 
would be wise to focus public atten- 
tion upon the Fund and Its work at a 
time near the beginning of the year, 
and the latter part of January has 
been selected as the 
which local campaigns for subscrip- 
tions should be carried on in as 
many municipalities as possible.

FRENCH CAPTURE SAILLISEL TO ATTACK GUN POSITIONS

won by the allies on the front of the Somme where the French 
completed their capture of Saillisel Village today and the British 
completed the consolidation of another thousand yards of the 
strong Regina trench, northeast of Thiepval, captured early on 
Saturday morning. 

The Regina trench fell at a single blow. Saillisel Village 
required a long drawn out hand to hand struggle to master it. 
The British took 60 prisoners, including four officers, in their 
successful attack on the Regina trench. The French took 220 
unwounded prisoners and seven officers with eight machine guns 
in their fighting for Saillisel. 

Step by step the French had driven the Germans back until 
they occupied today only some groups-of houses in the eastern! 
.part of Saillisel Village. These defences were carried today ir 
a grenade attack. As seen from the great number of bodies 
encumbering the ground in this village, the German losses are

of special industries, handicrafts, and 
so on. Approximately £10,000 has 
been expended upon the erection of 
the school, and. workshops, the cost 
to be. defrayed by the education de- 
Partment.;, Pupils under 14 years of 
age will receive free tuition, but™a 
nominal charge is made for «those 
above that age.: Three hundred and 
fifty scholars have now been enrolled, 
200 of whom attend the junior class- 
es in the day time. 

The establishment of this school is 
Dart of the Governnient’s greater de- 
velopment scheme. This scheme 
comprehends the building of techni- 
cal schools {n all the provincial cen- 
tres, as well as in the cities and the 
improvement of all existing institu- 
tions of the kind. The question of 
compulsory attendance {fs also under 
consideration and the charge on the 
rates for the establishment and 
equipment of the schools. . Australia 
is, of course, as yet, far behind Am- 
erica, Germany, or Switzerland in 
technical education. As stated above, 
the present prominence of the ques- 
tion is largely due, tothe impetus 
given by the war to’ Independent 
home industries. 

An interesting lecture was recently 
delivered in Australia by the chair- 
man of the Australlan Native Associ- 
ation on the great question involved 
in the Government's scheme, and on 
the allied question of apprentice- 
ship. The proposal was made that 
after two years" instruction, an ap- 
Prentice should be tested by exam- 
ination to see whether he was fitted 
for his trade, and later by a final 
examination for a certificate of coin- 
petency. Further proposals were 
made from the comparison of the 
vocational committee in America, 
which makes a special study of a 
boy’s [Individual bent, and of the 
French, Swiss, and Russian systems 
for the practical and _ theoretical 
training from start to finish of boys 
in any particular industry. The lec- 
turer thought that local schools 
should confine their attention mainly 
to the Instruction of students in the 
technicalities of the particular indus- 
try which existed {[n that locality. 
He advocated free education for the 
student to be provided by the Govern- 
ment and the municipal councils.

The descriptive writers are at it 
again. This time it is the mysterious, 
new armored monster in France that 
ds giving a fillip to their fancies. 
What the formidable new “animal” 
is Hike the public will at present 
have to infer as best it can from the 
Varying imagery available. Here 
are a few slniles as basis: “Spiny 
hedgehogs,” “giant tortoise,” “pre- 
historic monsters,” “an ichthyosau- 
rus,” “vast toads,” ‘‘dry land aubma- 
tines,” ' “‘mobile forts," “snorting 
Billies,” “land dreadnoughts,””

Some 250 Turkish scholars,.includ- 
ing a few girls, recently arrived in 
Germany in order to avail thems-Ivrr 
f-arrangements which- have © becu 

le for the more or less frec ecuca- 
tion of a number of Turkish youths 
at German high schools. This ‘s 
part of the Teuton scheme to Ger- 
manize Turkey. Up to the preso.i: 
12 different German towns hay of- 
fered to provide the necessary main- 
tenance for one such scholar «ach, 
while 30 German families in Berlina 
and the provinces \have declared 
their willingness to receive and edu- 
cate one of the visitors free of 
charge, and the Turkish war office is 
paying for the journey and equip- 
ment of 15 others who will then be 
supported by’. the - German-Turkish 
Association. In other cases sem!- 
maintenance {s to be provided, and 
in others still the children will be 
educated entirely at the expense of 
their parents. The choice of candi- 
dates was entrusted to a committee 
of the German-Turkish Association, 
which, it is stated, found {t possible 
to accept almost all the applications 
Tecetved. Asked as to what profes- 
sion they desired to follow, a large 
Proportion of the children, who range 
from 14 to 17 years of age, promptly 
answered, engineering; and it was 
noticed that nearly all expressed a 
preference for a practical calling. - 
Dr. Wilbelm Feldmann, the special 
correspondent of the Berliner Tage- 
blatt in Turkey, writing from Cons 
stantinople to his paper, made a 
point of recommending the visitors 
to the very special care of his fellow- 
countrymen. For one thing, he ob- 
served, {t would probably be very dif- 
ficult for the young Turks to accus- 
tom themselves to the German war 
menu, The majority of them, he ex- 
Plained, came from good Turkish 
families which, while the fare of the 
lower classes was very sparse in- 
deed, were accustomed to live ex- 
tremely well, while the war had mado 
little difference to their mode of life, 
meat, eggs, fats, fruits, and excellent 
white bread being still available in 
Constantinople for those who could 
pay the high war prices. He further 
recommended the greatest circum- 
spection and gentleness in dealing 
with the children on the ground that 
the majority of young Turks are very 
much spojled, and therefore very 
sensitive and likely to permanently 
resent an affront to their pride, It is 
of great importance that these Turk- 
ish scholars should feel comfortable 
in Germany, wrote Dr. Feldmann. 
Teachers and foster-parents may as- 
suredly be looked to to recognize 
clearly the importance of the mis- 
sion entrusted to them,

It may sound.tncredible, but some 
serious-minded people in Germany 
are canvassing the adoption of poly- 
gamy as a remedy for depopulation. 
At all events, several Herren Pro- 
fessoren are quite kcen on the idea, 
and articles are devoted to the sub- 
Ject by, among others, Dr. Wecken, 
in The Familien geechichtliche Blact- 
ter, Dr. Grahovsky in Das neve Deut- 
schland, and Professor Christian 
Ebrenfels, of Prague University. 

Dr. Wecken confines himself to 
the historical aspect of the question. 
He points out that similar _proposals 
were heard in Germany in 1650, 
when the Franconian Diet adopted a 
resolution in favor of bigamy, the 
marriage of priests, and tho Iimita- 
tion of the number of monastic in- 
mates a8 @ means of making good the 
vawful human losses of the Thirty 
Years’ War. 

Dr. Grabovsky, for his part, hesi- 
tates to plunge. His general atti- 
tude is summed up in a quotation 
from a phampblet, “War and the Ih- 
crease of Population,” in which it fs 
sald; 

“It is common knowledge that 
polygamy is an established institu- 
tion in Eastern countries and among 
the Mormons. It is, unfortunately, 
not so well known in Germany that 
this has not led to any Immoral state 
of things.

This, needless to shy, 
requires cool judgment, practice, 
and iron nerves. 

It is dawn. The air is damp with 
the white morning mist, through 
which the enemy's Iines loom hazily 
from the British trench.

Suddenly at a prearransed 
signal, forms crecp out over the 
Sritish parapet and down the sloping 
face, Then with bent bodies they 
nove silently In an unending line 
towards the Hun trenches, 

The attacking force gets to within 
a hundred yards of fts objective be- 
fore boarse shouts, quickly followcd 
by rifle and machine-gun fire, pro- 
claim it fg discovercd, Simultaneous- 
ly the khaki line dashes forward. 
Men fall on all sides with such regu- 
larity that it appears as though they! 
were enacting some special drill. But 
the onrushing wave, gathering im- 
petus every instant, rolls relentless- 
ly forward. 

The burst of Boche rifle fire in- 
ereases in volume, then dwindles 
away as, with acheer, the British 
surge into the trench, 

Even before the resistance of the 
garrison bas been overcome the Ger 
mans from their support trench 8 
hundred yards away open a heavy 
rifle and machine-gun fire, To ad- 
vance farther at present across the 
open would be impossible. It is now 
that the bombera’ real work begins, 
and groups of them immediately 
dash for the communication trenchea 
which connect the captured position 
with that held by the enemy. Then 
ensues a regular duel, Boche and 
Britisher hurling bomb for bomb. At 
last one from the enemy falls in the 
trench right among the men behind 
him and bursts. 

The “thrower” swings around and 
takes in the situation.in a glance.

front to reinforee von Falkenhayn in Roumania. 


SERBIANS MAKE GAINS IN ANOTHER STRUGGLE. 

LONDON, Nov. 16.—Important advantages have already 
been won by the Serbiang in afresh battle on Cerna Reka with 
Bulgarians and Germans, including the capture of important 
positions near Tepavtsi. The battle hag not been concluded, but 
so far the Serbs have taken 1000 prisoners, mostly Germans, 
The Serbian official communication on the engagement issued at 
Salontki is as follows: 

“On Monday we fought sanguinary engagements with the 
Bulgarians and Germans on the Cerna Reka which are not yet 
concluded. The enemy is offering stubborn resistance, hence 
certain trenches are repeatedly changing hands. At the close of 
the day we were in definite possession of very important enemy 
positions near Tepavtri. 

“Apart from enormous losses in killed and wounded we have 
taken 1000 prisoners, mostly Germans and including a German 
battalion commander and several German officers. The booty 
{s important, but details are not available.” 


BRITISH KEEP UP DRIVE: FOE YIELDS BEAUCOURT. 

LONDON, Nov. 15.—The British have captured Beaucourt 
on the Somme front as a result of the continuation of their pow- 
erful drive begun Monday. The prisoners taken by the British 
number more than 5000 up to the present, according to the offi- 
cial bulletin, issued last night. The text reads: 3 

' “The village of Beaucourt-sur-Ancre is in our hands. The 
prisoners rported to date number considerably over 6000, and 
more are coming in. 

Today a local advance was made east of Butte de Warlen- 
court; practically all our objectives were gained. Some eighty 

prisoners were taken in this area.” 

The bloody battle of the Ancre is still raging, with no let-up. 
The British wave still is beating east towards Bapaume, while} 
Beaucourt has been captured: Haig’s troops are battering their 

way steadily towards Miraumont, through fortifications as 
strong as Sebastopol, or Port Arthur, and the acme of German 
ingenuity has fallen before them. The official report issued by} 
Sir Dougias Haig on Tuesday’s fighting will becomechistoric. 


KEMP OR CLARK LIKELY TO SUCCEED GEN. HUGHES. 
OTTAWA, Nov. 16.—Gen. Sir Sam Hughes will bid good-bye 

to the officers of the militia department today.and will hand over 
the keys of office to F. B. M y, M.P., the under-secretary for 
military affairs, Yesterday all his private property wag removed. 

His two private secretaries, Miss McAdam and Miss Creeg- 
gan, will remain in the militia department in the cneineer DE 
branch.

While’ Leather Gets. Scarcer 


This Explains Low Price of Rubber Footwear 
in Spite of Increasing Cost’ of Fabrics, 
- Chemicals and Labor 


~The war is using up enormous quantities both of 
leather and i xubber. AS the res time it is peyton: 
restricting the output of the former, much of whic! 
came from Russia—while rubber production keeps 
pace with the demand. From the great plantations 
now reaching maturity in Britain’s tropical Dominions 
will come this year 150,000 tons of raw rubber—75% 
of the world’s production, and an increase of over 
40,000 tons from year. 


Thus, thanks to the British Government’s fore- 
sight in encouraging these plantations, the Allied 
armies have .been abundantly supplied with all the 
rubber products they need—Germany and her allies 
have been cut off—and the price to the world at 
large has actually been reduced. Meanwhile, leather 
has been ing scarcer and more expensive—t0% 
higher than in 1914—and the end is not yet. 


At normal prices a pair of good shoes cost about 
four times as much as a pair of standard quality 
rubbers, and would last nearly twice as long if the 
rubbers were worn to protect them in bad weather. 
So even. before the war rubbers were a mighty good 
investment, to say nothing of their prevention of 
wet. feet; colds and doctors’ bills. 





Now, when shoes cost seven or eight times as 
much as the rubbers, the saving from wearing the 
latter is so outstanding that no one who believes in 
thrift will think of going without them: Nor will 
those who are anxious to:help win the war, for by 
wearing rubbers and overshoes we conserve the leather 
so scarce yet so absolutely necessary for the soldiers.

These 
have been compelled in several in- 
stances to go to Rossmore and take 
up quarters elsewhere not of the 
quality desired.

There is also the possibility of an- 
other tire company locating here in 
the near future. Besides this there 
are, numerous families mioving Into 
the city from the rural districts. 

Tt is not too much.to say that we 
have need for one hundred 
dwelling houses in the near future. 
Thore is as yet no move being made 
to supply the want. There {fs here a 
fine opportunity for the organization 
of a building company. There is the 
Prospect of excellent returns. and an 
opportunity to display public spirit 
aus well.

BRITAIN TAKING STEPS TO CONSERVE FOOD. 


LONDON, Noy. 16.—Drastic government action to prevent 
the use of sugar as a luxury was foreshadowed in a speech in 
the House of Commons today by Walter Runciman, Prisedent 
of the Board of Trade. Measureg would also be taken, he sald, 
to prevent growers making an ‘undué profit on potatoes. 

Mr. Runciman announced that the government intended to 
bring about the pooling of engineering shipbuilding. He added 
that steps would be taken to control import flour and that orders 
would be issued forthwith calling for milk contracts in order to 
limit the price. . 

Mr, Runciman In opening his speech, admitted that the time 
had arrived-when the government must regard the -question 
of food supplies &s a war problem, declaring that the strain 
the country would have to bear next year would be mainly in 
connection with the food supply. He was only able to express 
the sure and certain hope that however tragic it might be, the 
train was still more severe in Germany and Austria. 

Dealing with the wheat question, Mr. Runciman said the 
government had taken full advantage of the abundant harvests 
of Canada and Australia, which had been) augmented by an 
enormous production in the United States, but that next year the 
country would have to depend to a large extent on Australia. 
Arrangements with Australia, he added, were rather a question 
of stimulating not production, but transport. :

Settlers’ Loans Prove Popular. 

Applications for loans under the 
settlers’ loan legislation of last ses- 
sion, already amount to $92,790 for 
the District of Timiskaming alone, 
and others are still coming in. 

“A substantial amount bas already 
been paid over to the settlers and the 
bulk of the amount applied for !s.1n 
process of going to them,” stated the 
Government Loan Commissioner, Mr, 
Fred Dane. ‘ ‘ 

“We have.given precedence to ap- 
Plications from Timiskaming, be- 
cause we thought the need there 
more urgent than In other districts 
on account of the fires," sald Com- 
missioner Dane. “One effect of the 
burning of so much standing timber 
has been to give an impetus to clear- 
ing. With the busb burned off set- 
tlers are looking for loans to help 
them get more land. cleaned up and 
in Cultivation, and to get cattle to 
pasture in the burned areas.” 

The New Liskeard, Englehart, Ma- 
theson, and Cochrane agencies con- 
tribute the buik of the applications. 
Cochrane has 82 settlers applying for 
a total of $25,300; Matheson, 62 for 
$26,100; Englebart, 48 for $16,550, 
and New Liskeard, 49 for $18,800. 

In the Hearst agency away out on 
the Transcontinental, ‘nine settlers 
want $2,940; in the North Bay dis- 
trict, five settlers ask for $2,100, 
and at Haileybury, three want to di- 
vide up $1,000.

OMicially, Genéral Sir Hector Mac- 
‘donald is dead and buried ina little 
cemetery outside of Edinburgh. His 
wife remarried many years ago. - 

Tradition has it, however, that the 
suicido in th> Parir hotel was not Sir 
Hector, but a traveler nian adjoin- 
Ing room. Sceing at once the oppor- 
tunity, Sir Hector, according to the 
story, changed clothes with the 
corpse, and, in his new identity, de- 
parted unsu ected. Like the man 
in Arnold Bennett's story, Sir Hector 
went forth intd the world with his 
life to use as ive Mked. 

The legend, which was previously 
hazy and unconfirmed, takes on new 
life in the words of this Mrs, Taylor, 
Macdonald's cousin. The reporter 
asked a number of questions, trying 
to shake her bel?of in the identity of 
the bero of the’eastern front but 
without any success. The account 
states: 

“IT am absolutely certain,” she 
said, “that General Brussiloff is real- 
ly Bir Hector. While I am only a 
distant relative, cousins of Sir Hec- 
tor live in London and Canada and 
Australia, and I kno. that they have 
been In communication with him. 

“Sir Hector was a sniall > man, 
stockily built. Gen. Brussiloff ts of 
the same figure. In his character of 
Russian general. Sir, Hector has 
grown a moustache, but it does not 
make bis features unrecognizable.

HROUGH her agents in the 

United States and other 

neutral countries, Germany 

denies fr>m time to time 

that there is any Alsace-Lorraine pro- 
blem, and insists that the German 
subjects fn these provinces are well 
content with their present condl- 
tion. France, they say, in endea- 
voring to free the people, is under- 
taking a thankless task. These as- 


sertions are put forward In advance 
with a view of influencing neutral 
opinion when the new frontiers are 
established after the war. Germany 
{s particularly anxious that she shall 
not be deprived of Alsace-Lorraine, 
and some of her more subtle publie- 





| ists are sug_:sting that if France 



























should insist upon seizing the terri- 
tory in question she would be sowing 
the seeds of future war, and In the 
Meantime would have to contend 
with the hostility of the Alsatians 
themselves. A favorite German 
argument relies on the fact that for 
many years the province has been 
electing German candidates to the 
Reichstag. An explanation of this 
is given by Jonas Lippmann, form- 
erly ofsthe Journal d’Alsace, who re- 
views some phases of his.country’s 
history in The New York Times. 

As is the case with many stateg, 
Provinces, or districts bordering on 
Sreat nations, the population of Al- 
sace is a mixed one; it has' both 
French and German elements. It be- 
came a part of the French Empire 
under Louls XIV., and remained 
French for more than 200 years, or 
until the reign of Napoleon III. In 
all those yeara the people of Alsace- 
Lorraine were very generously treat. 
ed. They had all the prerogatives of 

other French subjects and some spe- 
cial rights. For instance, both the 
French and the German languages 
were officially recognized, the object 
of the benevolent French Govern- 
ments being to assist the Alsatians to 
carry on trade across the Rhine. It fs 
no wonder therefore that Alsatians 
asa whole became thoroughly 
French In sentiment tn the course of 
sfewn and were proud of thair ltt.

what they were before August 14, 
1914. Although this would leave 
French people under German rule in 
Alsace, Itallans under Austrian rule 
in the Trentino and Poland and Ar- 
menia under hated masters, he felt 
that this was the only practicable 
method of bringing about a speedy 
peace.

FRENCH AND RUSSIAN TROOPS 
ENTER MONASTIR ON SUNDAY 


LONDON, Nov. 19.—Monastir, the capital of Serbian Mace- 
donia, has fallen to the allies in their advance into the Balkans. 
It was occupied by Franco-Serbian troops early this morning 
after the Germans and Bulgarians had been compelled to evacu- 
ate it by the capture of Hill 1212, northeast of Cegel, in the 
Cerna bend, b ythe advancing Serbians. In a last effort to save 
the situation, the Bulgarians counter-attacked this peak, but 
they were unable to face the Serbian fire, and so they had to run 
for it in.a northerly direction. The Serbians promptly gave 
swift pursuit, and in. their advance‘they have mounted the 
peak of Hill 1378. 

While his successful fighting was proceeding the French 
and Russian troops operating south of Monastir made fresh 
progress in the direction of Holeven. As the advance by the 
Serbians in the centre continued unchecked, the French con- 
tinued their progress this morning and entered Monastir at 8 
o’clock, as the Germans and Bulgarians withdrew to the north 
of the town. Today is also the anniversary of the Serbian cap- 
ture of Monastir from the Turks in 1912, S

tions. The news is received here with satisfaction, for it is

SERBIANS BEAT BACK GERMANS IN HOT BATTLE. — 

LONDON, Nov. 25.—A severe defeat is being administered 
to the'German divisions sent to take the place of the Bulgarians 
on the Macedonian front according to advices received from Sa- 
loniki today. Overcoming a violent Germén resistance, the 
Serblans captured Rapesh Village, near the eastern Corna bend, 
16 miles northeast of Monastir, and they also defeated the Ger- 
mans who were making flerce counter-attacks and forced them 
to flee from the heights lately occupied by them north of Suhu- 
dol. Bulgarian and German troops weretaken prisoner and im- 
portant booty was captured.
